1. The following communication is in response to applicant's amendment received 17- 

March-2008. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, 11-14, 16, and 18 are pending in the application. Claims 2, 
5, 8, 10, 15, 17, 19, and 20 are canceled. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 

additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 C.F.R.

2.1 In the Claims: 

Claim 1 line 2 Change "instructions for communication" to -instructions, which 

when executed by a computer, cause the computer to perform 
instructions for communication-. 

Claim 9 line 18 Change "transmitting the data packet" to -transmitting the other 

data packet-. 

Claim 16 line 19 Change "transmitting the data packet" to -transmitting the other 

data packet-. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 

subject matter. 

3.1 Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, 11-14, 16, and 18 are considered allowable, since when reading 
the claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , none of the references of record 
alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in 
independent claims nos. 1, 9, 16, and 18, including: 

In regard to claim 9, a first device for transmitting a data packet as a broadcast signal 
from a first application node of a first subnetwork to a first gateway node of the first subnetwork 
[defined at p. 3, lines 1-4; p. 3, line 25 through p. 4, line 3; p. 6, lines 3-15; p. 17, lines 15-18]; a 
second device for transmitting the data packet as a point-to-point signal from the first gateway 
node to a second gateway node of a second subnetwork [p. 3, lines 4-6; p. 4, lines 3-5; p. 6, 
lines 16-24; p. 17, lines 19-21]; and a third device for transmitting the data packet as a 
broadcast signal from the second gateway node of the second subnetwork to at least one 
application node of the second subnetwork [p. 3, lines 6-9; p. 4, lines 5-8; p. 7, lines 1-7; p. 17, 
lines 22-25], said first, second, and third devices simulating a war game between two remote 
geographic sites [p. 3, lines 11 and 23; p. 5, line 21; p. 18, lines 13-15] such that the data packet 
is stored in memory of one of the first subnetwork and the second subnetwork, said third device 
transmitting another data packet as a broadcast signal from the at least one application node of 
the second subnetwork to the second gateway node of the second subnetwork [p. 7, lines 8-12; 
p. 19, lines 4-7], said second device transmitting the other data packet as a point-to-point signal 
from the second gateway node to the first gateway node of the first subnetwork [p. 7, lines 12- 
15; p. 19, lines 7-10], said third device transmitting the other data packet as a broadcast signal 
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from the first gateway node of the first subnetwork to the first application node of the first 
subnetwork [p. 7, lines 15-19; p. 19, lines 10-14]. 

Dependent claims 3, 4, 6, 7, and 11-14 are deemed allowable as depending either directly 

or indirectly from independent claims 1 and 9. 

3.2 The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the invention 
described in USP 6,424,653, issued to Arsikere et al., which discloses a test system that can 
use existing networks, including both a LAN and a WAN, that is capable of establishing 
communications between test system components using accepted communications standards. 

3.3 The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render 
obvious the specific arrangement of elements in the same combination as now required by the 
amended claims. In view of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be 
patentable over the prior art.
